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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 23 February 201 1 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of App. No. 10/589,669 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
claim(s) 1-5 and 12, the reasons for allowance were previously stated in Office Action 
submitted 27 December 201 0. In regards to claim(s) 6-1 1 , prior art does not explicitly 
disclose, teach or suggest an exhaust gas purifying catalyst comprising a particle 
support comprises a core part, a surface layer and a boundary, with the boundary 
composition between the core part and the surface layer gradually changing from ceria- 
rich surface layer to the zirconia-rich core part. Kuno (US 20040087440 A1) discloses 
an exhaust gas purifying catalyst with a ceria-rich surface layer and a zirconia-rich core 
part (para [0042]-[0044]). Kuno does not disclose a boundary between the core part 
and the surface layer; however, a boundary is inherently located between the core part 
and the surface layer. The inherent boundary, however, can be of any thickness 
(inclusive of zero, i.e. a discrete boundary) and can have any number of distributions 
within the thickness (from a constant composition, to a discrete change in composition, 
or a gradual change in composition, etc.) The instant claim defines over the prior art in 
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that the term "gradually changing" applied to the composition of the boundary means 
that the boundary must have at least a nonzero thickness and the composition profile 
over the thickness cannot be a constant composition or a discrete change in 
composition.
